of Gas Main Has Been Let 


to Detroit Firm. 


WORK WILL BEGIN 
APRIL 1. 


1 he Contract Calls for An Expendi­ 
ture of $4-5.000 -H om e Labor 
to Be Emoloyed. 


The Benton Harbor-St. Joseph Gas 
company has just awarded to Isaac C. 
Baxter of Detroit the contract to build 
eight miled of gas mains in this city 
and St. Joseob at a cost of $45,000, 
Work will begin April 1. 


One hundred men in this city and 
St. Joseph will be put to work on con­ 
struction and the work will be speedily 
pushed and in a few' w'eeks St. Josej)h 
people will be enjoying the luxuries of 
gas. 


The gas main will be put under the 
St. Joseph river with the use of 
a 
dredge. 
A channel eight feet deep 
will be dug and the current of the 
river will be left to till the excavation. 
The contract for dredging will be sub­ 
let, J. W, Pearl among others has put 
in a bid for the work

mains the gas company will make ex­ 
tensive improvements and will build a 
large gas bolder, four new purifiers, a 
building 30x!^, a new exhauster, a six

Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 9.—It 
was 
after 4 o’clock when District Attorney 
Martin concluded his (the final) address 
the SherifTE Martin case yesterday. 
Judge Woodward immediately began his 
charge to the Jury. Aiter defining the 
various degrees of murder his honor 
took up the question whether or not 
such conditions of disorder existed in 
the region prior to Sept. 10, the date of 
the shooting, as to justify the sheriff’s 
action in calling out the posse comita- 
tus. He concluded as follows: "There ia 
no law either by statutory enactment 
or by any decision of our courts to pre­ 
vent laboring men from stopping work 
and going upon a strike whenever, in 
their own opinion, it Is for their Inter­ 
est so to do. Nor Is there any enactment 
which makes It a consplracry for work­ 
ingmen In any department of human 
industry to comVilne together and by 
m utual agreement to refuse 
employ­ 
ment until there 
has 
been 
brought 
about a satisfactory adjustm ent 
be­ 
tween their employers and themselves 
upon the points at Issue. 
Ltlierty of Goiitract Not ii Special Prlvilfgn 
“The liberty of contract Is not to be 
Infringed either by the employed or by 
the employer. As the employer has no 
right to compel a man to work who 
does not wish to work, so also Is It true 
that the employe has no right to com­ 
pel his fellow workman to quit work if 
he wishes to work. And the compulsion 
denounced by the law Is not alone th at 
which consists In actual physical force 
applied by one set of men upon another. 
It may consist In a course of action 
tending to overawe, or 
frighten, 
or 
stampede, a body of men who are anx­ 
ious to work, as well as In laying a vio­ 
lent hand upon the Individual workmen 
and forcing them by main strength to 
abandon their emplowment and unite 
In a strike. 


Dutle» o f th« Stieriff and the Ulob. 


**It is certainly true that both at W est 
iazelton and at Lattlm er the great 
body of strikers failed to obey the sher­ 
iff when he ordered them to disperse, 
and Insisted on pushing on. Nor can It 
be doubted that the sheriff had the 
right. In the exercise of the discretion 
vested In him by law, to Issue the or­ 
der. And if it was right of the sheriff 
to command the crowd to disperse then 
It was the duty of the crowd to obey his 
command! The right to give an order Im­ 
plies the duty of obedience to the order, 
and disobedience to it is evidence of a 
riotous purpose. If I push on when the 
sheriff orders me to stop I do so at my 
peril. 
Of course this 
obligation 
of 
obedience to the authority of the peace 
offlcer of the county Is not conflned to 
laboring men. • * •

**If you are satisfied, gentlemen, from 
the evidence that the purpose of the 
sheriff and of the posse was to pre­ 
serve order and prevent riot, then It 
would follow that their intent and ob­ 
ject was not a criminal or unlawful one 
and the rule of the law which makes 
the act of one the act of all, has no ap­ 
plication to the facts of this case. 
If. 
on the contrary, you are convinced by 
the evidence that the sheriff’s purpose 
was a base, malicious, and wicked one, 
then so far as he was concerned, and 
so far as the deputies were concerned, 
If they understood his motive and acted 
with the .same intent, the fact of a 
criminal 
and 
unlawful 
combination 
would bo established, and then all the 
defendants might ije convinced, al­ 
though the shot which took the life of 
the deceased was flred by a single one 
of the defendants. The act of any one 
would, in that event, be the act of all. 


"After a careful examination of all 
of the testimony I am prepared to say 
that the most, If not the only, material

Lansing, March 9.—Late yesterday 
afternoon Governor Pingree issued a 
call for an extra session of the legisla­ 
ture to convene March 22. Followinfif 
is the call: 


To all whom it may concern, greet- 
ng: By section six of article five of 
the constitution of the state of Michigan 
t is provided that the governor shall 
take care that the laws are faithfully 
executed. 


By section seven of the same article 
le is given the power to convene the 
egislature on extraordinary occasions. 


By section eleven of article fourteen 
t is made the duty of the legislature 
to provide an uniform rule of taxation. 
By section twelve of the same article. 
All assessments hereafter authorized 
shall be on property at its cash value.” 
hese provisions have been a part of 
thu fundamental law of this state since 
850. 


In violation of the spirit, if not the 
etter of tnese provisions of this con- 
tituiion, laws have been passed from 
time to time, by which railroad com- 
)auies, express couipanies, telegraph 
and telephone companies now owning, 
according to their sworn returns, at 
east one-thir^ of the property of this 
state, and require to pay only about 
one-twenty-sixth of the taxes levied 
for state, county and municipal pur- 
K>ses, leaving their just proportion of 
supi>ortiug our schools, asylums and 
other public institutions, and defraying 
the public expenses to fall upon 
farmers, laborers, manufacturers 
other property owners of the state. 


Taxation has, in many ]>arls of the 
state, become in the nature of contisca 
tion, the amount levied being greater 
than the property taxed can be made to 
>roduce. 


1 regard the situation as extraordi­ 
nary and oue that demands an immedi­ 
ate remedy which can only be given by 
the legislature. 


U is ibe duly of the governor, under 
his oath of ollice, to see that the consti­ 
tution of the state is obeyed, and the 
aws faithfully executed and to submit 
to the legislature, from time to time, 
his yiews upon existing mischiefs so 
that a remedy may be provided. 


In obedience to this duty I hereby 
call the legislature of the state to meet 
in extraordinary session on Tuesday, 
the 22d day of March, 1898, at noon of 
that day to consider the question of the 
taxation of railroad companies, express 
companies, telegraph and telephone 
companies, and such other matter as 
shall be submitted by special message.

JemeaKakabeeke Writes Interestinsly 
from the Dark Continent. 


In a letter to Attorney Charles N. 
Sears from James Kakabeeke, 
the 
young gentleman who formerly studied 
law here, writes from Johannesburg, 
South Africa, under the date of Febru­ 
ary 16: 


Have been in South Africa since De­ 
cember 17, 1897. I took about a month 
to look around In the dilTerent cities 
and saw most of the country between 
Cape Town and Johannesburg and 
Pretonia. This latter city Is the seat 
of the Transvaal government. Situ 
ated as it is, entirely enclosed by moun­ 
tains, it is extrc!?iely hot at the present 
summer season. However it is a beau­ 
tiful place about 30 years old wel 
wooded and with splendid residences 
People take life very easy there as they 
should for the heat is often almost un­ 
bearable. 
Johannesburg 
although 
only two and one-half hours by rai 
from Pretonia has a vastly dilTerent 
climate 
It lies 5.!>00 feet above the 
sea level, the air is very dry except of 
course when it rains which it does with 
real tropical ease. It is an extremely 
interesting city only eight years ole 
but it ha-j a poi>ulation of over 100,000 
and has the uspeci of an American 
w’esiern city. Eight years ago the site 
of .lohunnesbnrg was a barren rocky 
spot, not even a tree stood there. Golt 
was found in suprising quantities, busi 
nivss blocks arose and today it stands a 
truly line city. Thanks to the tropica 
clime in live years time trues newl 
jilanted reach almost their full growth 
and .lohannesburg has an abundance of 
tine parks and wuoded boulevards. 
AI 
though tlie cost of building is enor 
mous fine dwellings have been erecte( 
in style very niueU like American rest 
deneus only shingle roofs are an almost 
unknown luxury, zinc being used in 
stead. The houses are all of binek or 
corregated iron for since wood has to 
be imported it is very high. 


Although slavery has not existed 
here these <-0 years the negroes sti 
consider themselves the slave of the 
white man, except of course when the 
ICnglish s|M)il them. 
No colored man 
may walk on the sidewalks, and when 
out at night they must have a pass and 
be home before 9 o’clock. Though the 
toughest elements of all nations gather 
here it is comparatively safe, much 
more so than in civilized Chicago. 


All depends here on the gold output, 
which amounted last month to 300,000 
ounces. The city is surrounded by 
mines, mines even within the city 
limits. 
The pounding noise can he 
heard at all times sounding like the 
waves beating on a 
distant 
rocky 
shore. The worst feature we have to 
contend with is the dust. The roads 
are of a red clay which soon becomes 
powdered in the hot sun and then the 
wind commences to blow; sometimes it 
is impossible to see across the street 
and the dust penetrates everything. 
Besides this evil the lack 
of good 
drinking water is another one, other­ 
wise it is really healthy here especial­ 
ly for people with weatc lungs.

Under the press of large orders, the 


number of tons of copper mined in the 
United States during ’97 was 237,669 
tons. Notwithstanding this output was 
in excess of any previous year, and the 
consumption of copper was greatly 
le^sened by tho prolonged engineering 
strike In England, tho present outlook 
is moat encouraging to copper pro­ 
ducers. 


The Boston News Bureau states that

ing his supper at a tire. 
His iiregenco 
wan not discovered until ho rrildn d hi.s 
noHo against the old nnui's shoulder and 
emitted a sound like the purring of a 
cat. Dumb and helpless witli terror, tho 
native waited to bo attac^ked, but after 
w alking around tho llro two or throe 
time« tho beast went olY into the thick- 
ct. 
ThiH old nuin stoutly declared that 
tho tiger bad tho faco of a man and 
that it seemed to desire speech with 
him. Tho bea.st had been roaming about 
for three weeks when we got there, but 
iu all that timo bad not attacked a na­ 
tive nor killed au uuim al belonging to 
the villagerH. 


The natives of India aro not only su­ 
perstitious to tho last degree, but given 
to the grossest exaggeration iu all their 
statements, and their declarations iu 
this case wero taken w ith many grains 
of allowance. 
As u rule tliey aro very 
anxiciUH to get rid of their dangerous 
neighbors, 
but iu this case they be 
sought us not to harm tho tiger. 
Tho 
soul of some good man, native or white, 
bad taken possession of tho beast, and 
for th at reu|^)n ho had spared tho vil 
liigcrs and should be spared in turn. To 
kill him would bo sacrilege, and iu re 
venge a nuin eater would be sent to de 
populate tho village. 


It was four days after the natives had 
como iu before wo got sight of the man 
tiger. 
Captain .Iordan luid begun his 
prelim inary work, and ono day when he 
was on tho bank of tho river, half a 
mile below camp, I took my gun to join 
him and get a shot at sumo wild swans 
which had pa^.sed dt)wn tho stream. 
Thus far wo had hunted only susall 
game and hail heard nothing further 
fioni tho tiger. Tho hun .shone brightly 
in a cloudless sky, and tho weather was 
h«it, and I knew enoujih of thu tiger’s 
habits to be ^;ur•ithat he would he lying 
up in .‘íüuie coul spot during the heat of 
the day. 
1 heard tho eapiain shouting 
To his a.'^.'iistanis h ug bi luro I got to 
him. 
They had eroshoil the river on a 
rait, and ho waá alone, 
.lust heforo I 
leached him i struck into a path used 
hy the wild aninuil.s as they came down 
from tho hills to drink. Forty feet away 
I caught sight or the ollieer standing he- 
hind hi.s sw veying instrum ent, and at 
tho same instant my eyes fell upon a 
tiger creeping along tho path between 
us. 
For a few seconds 1 believed tho 
ereaturo to bo u dog. 
Then a.s I fully 
reali'/ed vi’hat it was and that ho was 
stalking tho unsuspecting m an I was so 
unnerved that 1 stood stock still and 
guz( cl at him. 
X had only a shotgun, 
loaded with swan shot, hut tho actions 
of tho beast w’ere so singular that I fur* 
got 1 was u rnud at all. W hile I ci ntin- 
ued gazing at him ho crept forward to 
th»* captain’s ftec and lay down and 
rolled over in play. 


All of a sudtlen and w ithout realizing 
whtit I wa.s doing 1 utterod a .«iiout. 
In 
tiiviiiug the captain stumbled over tho 
tiji' r and pitched forward, and, w ith a 
sort of yelp, tho beaHt spranii away into 
the bushes. 
Thougii tlio ollicer got a 
full viev.'of thecieaturo it was hard ior 
him to bclievo that things had occurred 
ns th« y had. 
As the tiger liad not been 
disturbed by mo it was a Kource of w on­ 
der why ho had not attacked the ollicer. 
When tho muives came to hear of it, 
they asf-erted with g’ta t earnostncH.s 
that the .«oul of s o iíío Ivjend or tiio cap­ 
tain hud passed into the beast and that 
the tiger had heard of his presence and 
came towelcomo him. This was absurd, 
of course, but nevertheless we had to 
»dmit that thero was something very 
gingular about the matter. 


Threo evenings later we sat at the 
door of the mess tent and smoked and 
talked after the evening meal. It was a 
brjght moouligbt evening, and we oould 
gee almost as well as at noonday.

thickets. The thing tmnspired to qolok- 
ly that it was 15 seconds before ono ot 
ns moved. As wo sprung to onr feet wo 
a.sked cach other if we bud seen aright. 
Tho otticer uttered no cry and the beast 
did not oven snarl. The man was seized 
by tho left hip. given a twist, and most 
of his b(jdy seemed to he on tho tiger’s 
back as the beast galloped away. Before 
one Cl us cmild ye \/v a rifUi the beast 
nnd hi.'J victim had disappeared into the 
brush, whidli came w ithiu '^’OO feet of 
onr tents. 
We set up a great shouting 
iuhI Ih'cd our guns, hoping to frighten 
the tiger, and as soon as lanti rns could 
be lighted We pushed (Uir way into tho 
jungle, but the case wa.s hnpoloss fr^nn 
the start. 
The tiger hud crept acro.-^s a 
clear piece of ground for a distance of 
100 feet to reach tiie hollow. The moon­ 
light was so strong that some «'f us 
ought to have seen him, but as a matti;r 
of fact his pvesi’Uee was not even sus­ 
pected until th»’ captain's hnrso scentul 
liim and began to cut up. 


What happf'ni'd to the oaptiiin we 
heard frt'in his own lips next aitt rnoon. 
The facts in the ca.*;o were publi.^hod in 
matiy Indian and Knj;lish jtiurnals at 
the time, and strange as they were no 
eno ventured to dispute them. 
Kext 
morning we as«enibled *-200 mitives and 
beat up the ctiimtry ft>r miles around, 
hoping to at loastîlnd the half devoured 
body and give it burial. 
Not a trace of 
it could be found, nor was the tiyer 
i-eon. When ( ’aptain .Iordan was seized, 
the action was 
sudden that it was 
half a ujinute before he reali/.e«l tin* sit­ 
uation. 
Tho tiger’s teeth did not grip 
tho flesh at all, but only the eh thing. 
The olVicer’s arms v* i re froe. anti had ho 
bad a pistol ho could have ni.ide u .m* iif 
it. 
Clasping the ti«or w ith his ri^ht 
arm, his left hung down, and as soon 
as the thicket v.as reach» tl ho graspi-tl 
at tho bushes to delay pmgre.ss. In this 
way he checked the |>aco (!onsidi*rably 
until an open path leading up into the 
bills was reached. He heard our shouts 
and tho report of lireai ms. but ba<l no 
hope of escape. 
He was carried a dis­ 
tance of two miles and a half, and at 
the end of it the tigor scransbled up a 
very stei p hill t«) a ’mass of rocks on tho 
crest. 
The.se rocks wi re surrounded by 
a dense jungle, and in forcing a way 
through it the ofllcer’s faeu was badly 
cut by tho bushe.s. 
He had planned to 
nnike a light for his lifo when thu tiger 
dropped him, but the beast acted so 
queerly 
that ho changed 
his mind. 
There was no growling, n«) sign of an ­ 
ger. The tiger let go of him t«» back otf 
nnd sit up on his haunch* s and wiiine 
and whim per ami look at him in a 
queer way. .lust a t that spot tho nujon 
light filtered down until the ollicer could 
see pretty plainly, and ho was ama/.ec 
to di.scover that the tiger had almost t 
bunm n face.

So 
impressed was Captain Jordan 
w ith this wonderful resemblance that 
bu calk’d the name of bis .servant aloud. 
As he did so tho tiger faw m ‘d upon him 
w ith every evidence of alVection and 
carefully lick»*d the blood utï his face. 
W hen the otllcef sat up. the tiger ru b ­ 
bed its head against him and purred 
like a cat and .<eemed highly delighted 
to have its tur stroked. The queer con­ 
duct of tho beast was a great puzzlo to 
tho oflic« r, as you nuiy v. ell believe. In ­ 
stead of being eatt*n alive ho was being 
toyed with. 
It was a full hour before 
ho dared hope that be was really to be 
spared. 
During tho night bo sat with 
his back to a rock, tho tiger lying be­ 
side him, and every souml from cansp 
came up to him on tho stillness of tho 
night.
